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Continuation of 1 1 : Applicant argues that the Clynch reference does not teach subset of medical device components, a digital repository of 
medical device components, or querying a digital repository for a subset of medical device components, Examiner respectfully submits 
that Clynch teaches subset of medical device components (col. 7, lines 62-63), a digital depository (col. 7, lines 61-62) . Applicant request 
that the Examiner point out the limitation of querying the digital repository, Examiner would like to submit that the broadest and reasonable 
interpretation of querying includes a look-up of stored data. Since Applicant fails to specifically claim a particular form of querying ("text 
based search" or "parts search" engine), it is irrelevant whether or not Clynch discloses such a feature. Applicant also argues that Clynch 
in view of DeBusk do not teach "a digital repository populated with entries defining a plurality of medical device components, each entry 
associated with an individual medical device component", Examiner would like to submit that the combination of teachings of Clynch and 
DeBusk teach this limitation as explianed in the previous office action as well as above. 
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
